The banks, 
which could easily have been 
nationalized, were restored with 
legislation which rehabilitated lost 
confidence in them. The stock 
market reopened. Farmers were 
brought back into being. Small 
home owners and businessmen 
were rescued. TVA was brought 
into being. The CCC and the Pub- 
lic Works program, for all inci- 
dents of failure, gave work and 
dignity to millions. 


Our Time 


Conditions in our time are not 
comparable with those of gloom 
and panic in 1933. But it is true 
that the nation is in need of 
imagination and action. It has 
drifted. The Eisenhower admin- 
istration has been, in essence, a 
sort of housekeeping or caretaker 
one. We steadily have declined in 
national and international stature. 
The fact that millions of Ameri- 
cans prefer this comfortable drift 
and are not alarmed at our de- 
cline as a respected world power 
simply adds to the concern of 
those who are alarmed. 


Sen. Kennedy is one who is dis- 
turbed. 


Without question, he will pro- 
duce for the nation a bold and 
imaginative program of legisla- 
tion.

Undersea-Fired Polaris 
Streaks to 2 Bullseyes 


ABOARD THE USS OBSERVA- 
TION ISLAND AT SEA (UPI)— 
The United States successfully 
fired two Polaris ballistic missiles 
from an atomic submarine be- 
neath the sea Wednesday, opening 


a new and versatile field of 
global striking power. 


It was the first time the Po- 
laris and the atomic submarine 
had worked together, and the 
Navy announced they did so with 
complete success on both shots.

U.S. Gives 2 Deductions 
On Double State Taxes 


Georgians unhappy over paying two state income taxes this year 
can take some solace in the fact they may also claim two deduc- 


tions on federal tax returns. 


The Internal Revenue Service 
office here ruled that Georgians 
may deduct all taxes paid during 
the year, whether in lump sums 
or under withholding. 


Georgia’s withholding tax law 
went into effect May 1. 


As a result, Georgians are pay- 
ing two taxes in one year: both 
the 1959 tax, due last April 15, 
and the tax withheld from May 1 
through Dec. 31. 


The double deduction may be 
taken only by individual taxpay- 
ers using the long form, the IRS 
reminded. 


Those using the short form re- 
ceive an automatic 10 per cent 
deduction covering all items, in- 
cluding state taxes paid during 
the year. 


Corporations are not affected 


by the state’s withholding law.

Atlanta continues to rank sec- 
ond in the nation in the amount of 
strontium 90 fallout raining down 
with debris of long-past nuclear 


explosions, the U.S. Public Health 
Service in Washington said 
Wednesday. 


Only St. Louis had more stron- 
tium 90 fallout than Atlanta dur- 
ing a year’s study of milk that 
ended in March. 


And in February, Atlanta led 
the nation with a measurement of 
18.3 units compared with 18.8 for 
St. Louis. The yearly average was 
22.4 in St. Louis and 16.4 in At- 
lanta. 


The health service said the 
amount of strontium 90 is “well 
below” the danger point of 30 
units. However, some scientists 
maintain that the danger level 
may be as low as 33 units. 


Strontium 90, one of the deadli- 
est by-products of nuclear ex- 
plosions, can cause bone cancer 
or leukemia.

Policing Yields Results 
To Highway Department 


Investigation of the maintenance di- 
vision of the State Highway Department 
is yielding results. It is the type of alert- 
ness and supervision which should be the 
rule in all branches of state government. 


Highway Board Chairman Jim Gil- 
lis has announced that 11 employes have 
been fired for various infractions, some 
involving law violations. Cases involving 
law breaking have been turned over to 
the courts. We trust they will act ac- 
cordingly. 

This is the correct procedure. Mr. Gil- 
lis points out there is no excuse for this 
sort of thing to happen if proper super- 
vision exists. He is indeed right. Stealing 
and graft, so prevalent in many state op- 
erations in the past, are directly traceable 
to failures in administration and laxness 
on the part of the state in law enforce- 
ment, 

The Highway department is setting a 
good example in policing its own house. 
If practiced by all departments at all 
times it could pay huge dividends to tax- 
payers.

If Reds Absorb Congo, 
All Africa Will Follow 


The United Nations has not moved fast 
enough in getting troops into the Congo 
in sufficient numbers to restore order 
and to enable the Belgians to withdraw 
their forces speedily. A situation thus 
has been created which is made to order 
for Communist exploitation—a power 
vacuum and government disorganization. 

Should the Soviet Union and other 
Communist countries respond to calls for 
help from the Congo cabinet—help which 
the United States refused in deference to 
the United Nations—the Reds will have 
a foothold in the heart of Africa. From 
this base Moscow and Peiping could con- 
centrate not only on taking over the 
Congo itself but all of Africa through 
subversion and revolution. 

We are face to face with some un- 
pleasant facts in all of Africa. Its un- 
exploited resources—if they come under 
control of communism—would tip the 
balance of power scales to the Commu- 
nists to such an extent their aim of world 
domination would be within reach. 

Peace in the Congo under U.N. super- 
vision is the first and most urgent re- 
quirement now. After this is achieved, 
other measures leading to restoration of 
order and effective government should 
follow. Moves must be taken, too, to pre- 
vent infiltration by Soviet technicians 
and agents to organize the country in the 
Communist pattern. 

The lesson of the Congo illustrates the 
need for a permanent U.N. police force. 
But it illustrates also why the United 
States must have a long-range program 
of foreign aid and technical assistance, 
used boldly and imaginatively, to aid 
underdeveloped countries.

Court, Not Plattorm, 
Place for This Decision 


The Third District Court of Appeals 
has ordered Delaware to abandon its 
grade-a-year plan and integrate all 
grades in 1961. 

We assume the state will appeal this 
decision. The Supreme Court did not 
spell out “deliberate speed” and properly 
put the burden of deciding just what this 
phrase means on district courts. 

Maybe one grade a year is the proper 
course for Delaware to take. Maybe in- 
tegration of all grades in 1961, seven 
years after the Supreme Court’s decision, 
is the proper course in that state. The 
Supreme Court can now show just how 
much it will rely on district courts’ judge- 
ments. 

Regardless of the ultimate disposition 
of this case, the procedure here is the 
proper and prudent one. “Deliberate 
speed” in Delaware means one timetable. 
It means another in Georgia. It may 
mean still another in every other state 
and, indeed, in every school district with- 
in a state. 

Calling for desegregation in every 
district in the South by the 100th anni- 
versary of the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, as the Democratic platform does, is 
senseless. It violates the spirit of the 
Supreme Court’s decision. 

Let’s let the courts decide this—not 
party politics.

We're Fiscally Sound; 
What's Rest of Story? 


President Eisenhower announces with 
pride that the government ended its fis- 
cal year on June 30 with a budget sur- 
plus of $1,100,000,000—highest in many 
years and the third in the past seven 
years. It is much greater than antici- 
pated and contrasts with last year’s def- 
icit of almost $12,500,000,000. 

It does reaffirm to the world that U.S. 
fiscal affairs are sound. But what’s the 
rest of the story? 

Was it accomplished at the expense 
of the nation’s defenses as so often 
charged? Did it enable Moscow to in- 
flict humiliating diplomatic defeats one 
upon another these past few months? Did 
it make possible the threat of nuclear at- 
tacks on the United States if we protect 
our interests in Cuba? Has it enabled the 
Communists to step up their worldwide 
offensive, heaping insults and invective 
upon America? 

Fiscal soundness is a splendid objec- 
tive. But if in achieving it for the present 
we lose the future, history will have only 
contempt for a nation which sacrificed it- 
self and freedom for comfort and a two- 
car garage. The United States can afford 
both fiscal soundness and the means for 
survival.

Kennedy Needs 
Secretary of State 


LOS ANGELES—All this spring and early 
summer Sen. Kennedy was preoccupied with in- am 
ternal politics and seemed to leave foreign pol- “a 
icy primarily in the hands of other Democratic 


eaders. He ‘has 


traveled abroad less, during recent years, than three of his defeated 
rivals, Gov. Stevenson and Senators Symington and Humphrey. This 
concentration on internal problems paid off politically. 


Since it is widely agreed that 
foreign policy is the most impor- 
tant, if not the best understood, 
issue in this presidential contest, 
one may assume Kennedy will de- 
vote increasing time to it now. 
Therefore, one of the most urgent 
tasks now facing him is the choice 
of a potential secretary of state. 

Present indications are that he 
would give the State department 
either to Stevenson or Chester 
Bowles, former ambassador to In- 
dia, chairman of the Democratic 
Platform Committee and Ken- 
nedy’s principal pre-convention 
adviser on foreign affairs. 

There is precedent for a quick 
decision. President Eisenhower 
virtually agreed to give his main 
Cabinet portfolio to the late Secre- 
tary Dulles in May, 1952, before 
he had even won the Republican 
nomination. ! 

At least at first, Kennedy must 
lean heavily upon Stevenson and 
Bowles because he himself’ has 
been concentrating more on in- 
ternal than external matters. 

He has already formulated cer- 
tain broad thoughts on improving 
the application of our policy 


overseas. Should he be president, 
he is resolved to name the most 
competent ambassadors he can 
find. Above all, the senator is 
eager to find an unusually able 
representative at NATO, a posi- 
tion he sees as particulary im- 
portant. 

The Democratic nominee wants 
to improve the efficiency of our 
foreign aid program. 

Likewise, a Kennedy admin- 
istration claims it would try to 
broaden personal links between 
the United States and other lands. 
The senator strongly favors the 
Humphrey idea of assisting Amer- 
ican students to complete their 
work abroad. 


These conceptions, quite ob- 
viously, deal far more with prac- 
tical execution of foreign policy 
than with policy itself. Kennedy's 
precise ideas on the latter must 
be developed during the summer 
and autumn. In this process he 
will undoubtedly be most heavily 
influenced by the two men how 
clearly leading as candidates for 
the role of Democratic secretary 
of state.

They call it Dyna-Soar and 
boiled down to its essentials it 
is simply this:

Within the 
aircraft will be a capsule de- 
signed to maintain the atmosphere 
of earth in the emptiness of outer 
space. 

From a launching pad at Cape 
Canaveral the gigantic rocket, 
with its hundreds of thousands 
of pounds of thrust, will. blast 
off into the upper air. As rocket 
and plane reach 25,000 miles per 
hour, the speed at which the 
bonds of the earth’s gravity are 
broken, the rocket will fall away 
and in his winged aircraft, the

. I have been reading thoughtfully the story of the Conquest, one of the most 
Significant periods in human history. During the time the children of Israel 
returned to what we know as the Holy Land and there established a spiritual 


way of life for which all of us are greatly indebted. There were times when the’ advancing armies 
of the great leader, Joshua, behaved in ways which may seem immoral to us. But we should hesi- 
tate to judge any ancient peoples by the gospel of Christ of which, of course, they were ignorant. 


Furthermore, we should. not 
forget that men of the 20th Cen- 
tury, blessed by nearly 20 cen- 
turies of Christian teachings, 
have fought the bloodiest wars 
of all times and engaged in 
forms of inhumanity which 
would make our ancestors 
cringe.

Pilot Leader Expects to Meet 
Southern’s President Today 


By BUDDY DAVIS 


A chasm still gaped between 
Southern Airways and its striking 
pilots Wednesday, but prospects 
for a ‘‘summit’’ labor-management 
conference on Thursday appeared 
bright. 


Flying into Atlanta Wednesday 
was Capt. Clarence N. Sayen of 
Chicago, national president of the 
Air Line Pilots Assn. Although 
details are not crystalized, he 
expects to confer Thursday with 
Southern Airways President 
Frank W. Hulse. 


Sayen has the power, granted 
by ALPA directors, to order all 
union pilots with other airlines 
to respect picket lines of the 
striking Southern pilots. This 
would virtually halt air transpor- 
tation in the Southeast, with 13 
airlines paralyzed at Southern 
ports, he said. 


Sayen said he is hesitant to use 
this ‘ultimate weapon’ because 
the halting of air traffic is 
“pretty serious business.” Such 
a sympathy strike would disrupt 
some 1,186 daily flights in the 
Southeast, including 275 per day 
at the Atlanta airport. 


Despite prospects for a ‘‘sum- 
mit’’ meeting, labor and manage- 
ment were wide apart on the 
prime issue. The ALPA is adam- 
ant that 62 non-union pilots hired 
by Southern in the past six weeks 
must not replace union pilots in 


Southern Airways is equally 
adamant—the pilots were hired 
as permanent replacements in 
good faith and must remain on 
the company’s roster. 


Sayen confidently expects Na- 
tional Mediator Leverette Ed- 
wards to arrange a meeting with 
Southern Airways management, 
but Southern reported “all we 
know is what we read in the 
newspapers.”’ 


Southern vice president Gray- 
don Hall said the airline knew of 
no official conference. 


Southern’s 146 pilots struck 
July 5 over wages and work 
ules. When the airline began 
hiring non-union pilots, the ALPA 
threw up picket lines. 


Southern now has 62 non-union 
pilots flying 18 daily flights serv- 
ing 27 cities. Before the strike, it 
had about 60 flights daily in eight 
Southern states, serving some 47 
cities. 

ALPA president Sayen said the 
national pilots’ organization is con- 
cerned only with the strike-break- 
ing efforts of Southern Airways. 
The threat to paralyze Southern 
ports will end if the airline rids 
itself of “scab” pilots,” he said. 


Beyond that, it’s up to Southern 
Airways and its striking pilots to 
settle their own dispute over 
wages and work rules. 


Sayen paid a formal visit to 
Mayor William B. Hartsfield Wed- 
‘nesday afternoon, after which the

Accompanied by Mrs. Gaines, his secretary, Mary Randolph, 
and Curtis Moore, Cullifer came to Atlanta Tuesday night looking 
for Gaines. He said he located Gaines. on Pulliam street, SW, 
took him into custody and started back to Columbus. 


POLICE TOLD OF CHASE 


Atlanta police were called into the case by Pulliam street 
residents who said they saw a man chased down, handcuffed, 
beaten and kidnaped. Patrolman A. C. Potts and Patrolman J. J. 
Turner placed a lookout on the car. It was apprehended in Forest 


Park.

Dr. Arthur Bernstein reports 
that people who know their 
overweight can kill them are 
less cooperative weight losers 
than those reducing only for 
appearance sake. 


“One would assume,” said Dr. 
Bernstein, “that an easy group 
of patients to motivate would be 
those with such illnesses as dia- 
betes mellitus, coronary heart 
disease, hypertension, and 0s- 
teoarthritis. But the fact is that 
many of them actually eat 
more. Some who start off well 
quickly rebel.” 


Why? 


Because a disabling disease, 
with its lessened energy require- 
ment, is often compensated for 
by indulgence in foods, he ex- 
plained. 


“Physical, social, intellectual, 
and sexual failures all play 
some role in the diseased and 
disabled patient, and frequently 
call forth this indulgence,” he 
said. 


Such aphorisms as, “Diet or 
die!’’ *‘The lean one for the long 
race, ” and “The life line is in- 
versely proportional to the belt 
line,” have lost their force 
through repetition, Dr. Bern- 
stein continued. 


Though a person’s habits, 
mood, and emotional needs can 
limit the effect of appetite-re- 
ducing drugs, Dr. Bernstein 
still advocates their use as the 
best method of cutting down 
food intake. 


He held them superior to the 
many fad diets, involving bulk 
laxatives, monotonously repeti- 
tious meals, frequent small low- 
calorie meals, high-protein reg- 
imens and other modifications 
of eating schedules. 


On the other hand, the slow 
loss of weight that accompanies 
the more liberal plans is so dis- 
couraging that patients often 
give up the diet after a short 
period.”’

Fresh Fruit and Whole Spices Bring Prize Pickles 


LOW-PRICED FRUIT 
Pickling and Spicing 
Prolong Enjoyment 


Come autumn and this sum- 
mer’s fresh fruits, so lush and 
low priced, will be but a fad- 
ing memory. You can, however, 
prolong your enjoyment of 
those peaches and pears and 
melons by pickling and spicing 
them. Spiced fruit makes a 
most colorful and flavorful 
salad or meat accompaniment. 


Equally tmportant when spic- 
ing fruit is the use of fresh, 
whole spices. Ground spices will 
darken the fruit, and old spices 
may give them a dusty flavor. 


If you can buy your fruits— 
especially peaches and pears— 
at a local orchard, do so; for 
they are best for pickling when 
used shortly after harvesting. 


SPICED CANTALOUPE 


medium cantaloupes 
qts. water 

tsps. alum 

cups sugar 

cups distilled white 
vinegar 

cup water 

3-inch cinnamon sticks 
tbls. whole cloves 

tbls. whole allspice 


Cut melons lengthwise into 
eighths, remove seeds, pare. Cut 
each piece crosswise into ‘- 
inch pieces. Combine water and 
alum, pour over melon; cover, 
let stand overnight. Drain. In 
deep saucepot, combine sugar, 
vinegar, water and the spices 
tied in cheesecloth bag; add 
melon; cover, boil 15 minutes. 
Remove spice bag. Pack melon 
tightly into hot, sterilized jars. 
Pour boiling syrup over melon 
to within % inch from top, mak- 
ing sure melon is covered. Seal 
each jar at once. Makes 5 pints. 


SLICED PEACHES 


4 Ibs. (16 medium) 
peaches 
Vinegar-water (2 qts. 
water plus 2 tbis. 
vinegar 
cups granulated sugar 
cups distilled white 
vinegar. 
cup water 
tsp. whole ginger 
tsps. whole cloves 
3-inch cinnamon sticks 


Pour boiling water over 
peaches; let stand until skins 
can be easily removed; dip into 
cold water; peel.x Let stand in 


vinegar-water to prevent brown- 
ing. Combine sugar, 1%2 cups 
vinegar and % cup water. Add 
spices tied in cheesecloth bag. 
Heat to boiling. Add -drained 
peaches, cover, boil until ten- 
der, about 10 minutes. Let stand 
overnight. Drain, saving liquid; 
remove spice bag. Pack peaches 
into clean, hot jars. Bring syrup 
to boil; pour over peaches, 
leaving head space as jar man- 
ufacturer directs. Adjust cov- 
ers; process in boiling water 
bath 30 minutes. Makes 45 
pints. 


SPICED PINEAPPLE 


medium fresh pineapples 
cups sugar 

cup water 

cup distilled white 
vinegar 

whole cloves 

3-inch cinnamon stick, 
broken 


Cut pineapple into %-inch 
slices crosswise; pare, remove 
eyes. Cut slices into quarters; 
remove cores. Combine remain- 
ing ingredients; heat to boiling. 
Add pineapple; simmer 30 min- 
utes. Continue simmering while 
quickly packing one hot, steri- 
lized jar at a time. Fill to within 
% inch from top, making sure 
vinegar solution covers fruit. 
Seal each jar at once. Makes 2 
pints. 


Directions for boiling water 
bath: 


1. Place filled jars on wire 
rack in covered, deep kettle. 
(If no rack is available, fold- 
ed chicken wire, wooden clothes 
pins or several thicknesses of 
used jar rubbers tied together 
may be placed in the bottom of 
canner). 


2. Add enough boiling water 
to cover tops of jars 1 inch; 
place over heat. 


3. When water comes to a 
rolling boil again, start count- 
ing processing time. Keep wa- 
ter boiling steadily. 


4. At end of processing time, 
remove jars; adjust seal by fol- 
lowing instructions which come 
with jar lids. Place jars. up- 
right, well apart on a cake rack 
or several thicknesses of cloth 
to cool. Keep out of draft. 


5. The next day, test seal of 
jars. If jars are not sealed, re- 
frigerate and serve within sev- 
eral days.
